fiscal year of 1895 was 41.75. The Re- 
publicans say that for more than 80 
years prior to 1894 the country had beeu. 
prosperous because American industry 
tiad been adequately protected. Yet at 
the beginning of i860 the tariff on duti- 
able imports %vas only atiout 43 per cent, 
a trifle more than last year. The former 
was protection ; the latter is called free 
trade. The reduction in rates was less 
than that recommended oil a lower tariff 
by the tariff commission of 1SS2, which 
was composed entirely of protectionists, 
Yet the Republicans expect to ivin this 
year by making the people 'believe that 
Che tariff reduction of 1894 has ruined 
tho country — Louisville Courier-Jour- 
uai.

Inllar of Foreign Tin Has Not Yet Made 


Its Appearance. 


The Republican newspapers are re- 


turning to the discussion of tin plate, 
lint, thoy do not at all agree, says the 
Louisville Courier-Journal. Some say 
the industry is knocking the Welsh 
makers out entirely, while others say 
that oiu domestic producers are barely 
able to live and are making no profits. 


As usual both parties agree in mis- 


representing the Democratic, papers. 
They say the Democrats took the posi- 
tion that tin plate cannot ba made iu 
this country. On the contrary, the 
Democrats take the position that almost 
everything can be made iu this country 
if the people are willing to pay prices 
high enough to have it .made at home. 
The Courier-Journal has 
frequently 


quoted Mr. Cronmeyers testimony, 
given before the McKinley bill was 
passed, that he could make tin plate as 
cheaply as foreigners, or words to that 
effect What The Courier-Journal and 
many other papers did during the cam- 
paign of 1892 was to show that reports 
of the establishment of tin plate mills 
in various parts of the country were 
fakes, and the output of those actually 
existing was greatly exaggerated. Cam- 
paign lies of this sort were very com- 
mon at the time, bat they were pretty 
generally exposed. 


The 'Wilson bill reduced the tariff oa 


tin plate from 2 1-5 to 1 1-5 cents a 
pound, and the manufacturers said they 
were ruiner. 


Now The Iron Age tells us that the 


Welsh tin plate industry is iu a stale of 
collapse, owing' to the inability of tho 
manufacturers to sell to Americans to 
the extent they did formerly. This fall- 
ing off of their business is due to the 
competition of American mills. Foreign 
tin plate is still in tho market, but 
standard grades sell for more per box 
than American tin. This may bo be- 
cause it is a better article, though 
American manufacturers deny this, and 
say that their plate is really superior to 
the foreign plate selling at 10 to 15 
cents more per box. If this is true, the 
Americans are underselling tho import- 
ed article with the present tariff. Why 
did they ask a cent a pound more pro- 
tection if 1 1-5 cents is enough? And 
why did they sell tin plate at $1 or $2 
more a box than they do now? 


Money the Sole Isauo. 


Those Republican politicians who 


talk about making the tariff tho issue 
of the presidential campaign would 
have (heir eyes opened as to the hope- 
lessness of such a programme if they 
could read the Oregon uewpsapers for a 
week before the election uf last Mon- 
day. The financial question was the 
only one that cut aiiy figure, in the can- 
vass, ami the free coinage of silver was 
the sole topic of discussion in the press 
and on the platform.—New York Post.

Hitherto the most interesting features 


in the history of South Africa have ^lesn 


I the relations to one another of the races 


that originally inhabited or have re- 
cently occupied it, and the most difficult 
problems which its future pro.se.nts arise 
from the relations of these races. Three 
races arc native, four are European. 
The caj-es of contact or conflict between 
European and aboriginal races, which 
have been numerous during the last 
four centuries, include those whexe. the 
native race, tbongh perhaps numerous, 
is comparatively weak and unable to 
assimilate Europi^au civilization, or ro 
thrive under European rale, a rul 
•which has often been harsh, or e\eii to 
s-urvive in the presence of a European 
population occupying its country. Ihosi 
where Europeans have couquerexl u 
country already filled by a more or les- 
civilized population, which is so numer- 
ous and so prolit'c as to maintain si^ 
in their presence, and those in which 
the native nee, is numerous and strong 
enongh to maintain itself iu the face oi 
Enwpeiins, while, on the other hand, 
there is plenty of room left for a large 
European pcpalatlou to pre>s in. This 
is what has happt^ucd in South Africa. 
The Dutch and tiie English settlers do 
not mix their blood with that of the 
native?. So far as can be predicted, both 
whites and natives will go on increas- 
iujr, bui not blending. We shnll pr-« 
ent!^' see how grave ;iro the problems to 
which this fact must iu the future give 
rise- —James Bryee. in Century.

has been run. Of course tho water 
thus used niaynot do any harm, but 
atill it is always wiser to to on the

Bakeri the murdered night police-

ber of a very unlucky family. 


Mrs. Bakci a name was Archer and 


most of her male relatives have been 
killed in some more or less violent 
manner. One brother was killed by 
a B. & O. train at Fostorla, another 
on the C., H. & D. at Deshler, an- 
other got into a saloon row and was 
carried up the same alley !a which 
Baker followed* the thieves to the 
railroad, where be was laid across the 
track and killed. Another was shot 
and an adopted son was thrown from 
a T. & O. 0. train and killed.

SAD ACCIDENT. 


A Seven-Year Old Boy Attempts to 


Board a Moving Train. 


He i* Thrown Under the Train and 


Lo»eg Sim Bight Leit—The 803 of 
Michael Sullivan of Ncrth. Jsffercon 
Street. 


Yesterday afternoon about-1 o'clock 


little Michael Sullivan met with an 
unfortunate 
accident 
whitii will 


make the little fellow a cripple and 
handicap him in many ways during 
his whole Hie. 


He left home 'in the afternoon in 


company with a crowd of small boys 
and they were spending the afternoon 
playing up alone; the Lake Erie rail- 
road tracks. He had frequently been 
warned by his parents to be careful 
of the cars and to refrain from jump- 
ing on to them, but he foiled to take 
his father's advice and is now the suf- 
ferer. The boys had been plajing 
around the old reservoir situated near 
the upper C. H." & D. yards in the 
space between the Lake Erie and C. 
£t. & X>. tracks. The Ohio Southern 
during the day had brought ap SST- 
eral cars of coke and had switched 
them on the "Y" connecting the 
Lake Erie with the Lima Northern. 
A switch engine of the Lake Erie 
went up to the "Y" to make up a 
coke train. When the boys saw the 
train they left the pond and for a 
change of amusement they were at- 
tempting to jump onto the train. 
Little Michael in attempting to catch 
the Irons on the car was drawn or 
thrown under the cars and seriously 
injured. 


Els right leg fell across the rail, and 


in an instant ttae car wheels were 
passing over it, just below the kaee 
joint. His cries attracted his com- 
panions and also Timothy Conners, a 
man who was close by at the time. 
Mr. Conners hastened"to the scene of 
the accident and was told that the 
boy lived at 1006 north Jefferson 
street, or about four Equares from 
where, they were. He picked the 
child up and carried him to his home. 
His mother, when she saw her bey, 
was almost 
prostrated from 
the 


shock. His father was notified and 
Dr. Terwillege summoned. The lit- 
tle fellow hid suffered a loss of con- 
siderable blood and was very weaK. 
An amputation of the limb above the 
knee was considered necessary as the 
knee was badly crushed. Drs. Mur- 
phy and Weadock assisted in per- 
forming the operation. 


Tbe little fellow is 7 years clJ and 


is the son of Michael Sullivan, who 
is employed as a fligman at the 0. H. 
& D. and Lake Erie crossing on 
North street. The doctor reports 
the boy ss doing as v;sll this isorniug 
as could be expected.
